It is perfectly colid and sound 
definite history extending 
back over five hundred years. Among 
other articles of ancient rigin, which 
are practically priceless may be men 
tioned the oaken shrine of Edward the 
Confessor, over 800 years old. One 
of the oaken coronation chairs in 
Westminster Abbey has been in its 
present situation over five centuries. 
In Gloucester Cathedral there are 31 
stalls of rich tabernacle work on eith- 
er side, executed of oak in the reign 
of Edward If. and beautifully perfect. 
In digging away the foundation of the 
old Savoy Palace, London, which was 
built about seven centuries ago, the 
whole of the piles, many of which 
were oak, were found in a state of 
perfect soundness. Some years ago 
an ancient vessel was discovered in 
the River Rother in Kent, which is 
supposed to have lain there since the 
time of King Alfred. ‘The wood, 
which was oak, was found to be quite 
sound and nearly as hard as iron. 
More recent was the discovery near 
Brigg of an oak boat, which was al- 
most in a perfect condition, though 
nearly 200 years old. +

Wheat exports to overseas countries 
via Canadian seaports show consider 
able improvement for the ten months 
ended June 30, 1924, compared with 
the same ten months of 1922 and 1923. 
The proportion of the total exports of 
wheat to overseas countries going via 
Canadian seaprts in 1922 was 26 per 
cent.; in 1923, 85 per eent., and is 
1924, 45 per cent. 


Catena ble Expansion Is Shown 
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The Dual Shorthorns 
Herd At Brandon 


In Sheep Industry Both In 3 vis To Be Declared Free From 


Eastern ; And 


The sheep industry in Canada made 
considerable expansion during the wir 
years, There was somé=lecrease dur- 
ing the years 1921, 1922 and 1923, but 
the good prices which were maintain- 
ed for lambs and the upward (rend in 
wool prices has again stabilized the 
industry and the present tendency is 
io increase rather than decrease the 
size of flocks. 

The estimated wool production, ot 
the Dominion for 1923 was 15,539,416 
pounds. Of this amount from 10,- 
000,000 to 12,000,000 pounds passes 
through the regular trade channels 
and is sold either to Canadian mills 
or is exported. The balance of the 
wool clip is worked up lotally by far- 
mers’ wives, being spun into yarn for 
socks, mitts, underwear, sweaters and 
other articles of apparel. 

The sheep resources of Canada are 
more or less unlimited in that there 
is abundance of waste lands in most 
of the provinces admirably suited for 
sheep raising. “Furthermore, there 
are many farms, particularly in West- 
ern Canada, that as yet are carrying 
no sheep. The climate and) natural 
topography of the country is admir- 
ably suited to the raising of sheep. 
Iu Eastern Cafada on mixed farm 
lands and in the grain belt of Western 
Canada, the small flock of ten to fifty 
ewes is generaly kept. These flocks 
can be maintained at littl cxpense 
and return an excellent revenue tor 
the labor required and money invest- 
ed. In ths rougher part of Eastern 
Canada and in some distficts of Mani- 
toba larger flocks of from one to sev- 
eral hundred head ace kept under 
semi-ranchiog conditions often by new 
settlers who may have been originally 
miners or fishermen. There are'still 
available many areas suitable for the 
carrying of flocks of this size. In 
Southwestern Saskatchewan, southern 
and parts of Nocthern Alberia, and in 
British Columbia, sheep ranching is 
practised quite extensigely, but even 
in these provinces there are tracts of 
land available for ranching or semi- 
ranching purposes. 

Wool produced from Canadian 
sheep, both in the east and in the 
west, is of a very high quality for each 
respective grade.. Eastern wools are 
all produced from the domestic breeds 
ot sheep. They are very strong of 
fibre and bright in character. The 

_ balk ef eastern wools grade medium 
combing and low medium combing 
with some fine medium combing and 
considerable quantities of Jow comb- 
ing and coarse. Eastern domestic 
wools have excellent felting qualities 
and are well adapted for the manufac- 
ture of medium and heavy weight 
goods, including serges and ttweeds, 
rugs, blankets, under- 
wear. 

In Western Canada the percentage 
of domestic wools is steadily increas- 
ing. There is also a probability that 
the amount of range wools will be in- 
creased considerably in the next five 
years. Western domestic wools are 
of much the same quality as eastern 
wools allhough they probably run 
more to the finer grades. The nature 
of the soil and the openness of the 
country tends to the production of a 
heavier shrinktng wool. Soil-drifting 
also detracts ‘from the brightness of 
the fleece and on this account grades 
of western woo! are subdivided into 
bright, semi-bright and dark, Wool 
produced from Western Canada range 
sheep compares favorably with wool 
produced on other range areas of the 
world. The bulk of the range wools 
run to the fine, fine medium combing, 
and medium combing grades, 

Wool grading, which was first in- 
stituted by the Dominion Livestock 
Branch in 1918, has done much to im- 
prove the market qualities of Cana- 
dian wool. About twelve thousand 
sheep raigers now consign their wool 
for grading and co-operative = sale. 
This constitutes about one-quarter of | 
the sheep raisers, The growers have) 
their own marketing agency, the Can- | 
adian Co-operative Wool Growers, 
Lid.

Natural Rescarees Bulletin 


Necessary to Find Substitutes For 
Our Better Grades of Timber 

The Natural Resources intelligence 
Service of the Department of the In- 
‘terior at Ottawa says: 

Time was in Canada when nothing 
but clear white pine would be consid- 
ered in building operations. White 
pine was the standard lumber -for 
practically all purposes, and the cut of 
this universally adaptable timber was 
enormous, 

This demand of the market and 
forest fires have had their effect upon 
this favored species, however, with 
the result that white pine is not’ as 
plentiful as heretofore, and many 
other varieties have had to be substi- 
tuted in building construction, 

Spruce has largely taken the place 
of white pine. One-third of Canada’s 
lumber" tut is now obtained from 
Spruce, while the Douglas fir of British 
Columbia furnishes about 15 per cent, 

With the advance in prices of pine 
and spruce, the hemlock is finding a 
larger market. At first only the bet- 
ter grades of hemlock were saleable, 
but with the increasing scarcity ot 
the better woods the lower grades 
have now come ‘nto use for purposes 
where a higher grade lumber is not 
required. Hemloek is a fairly stiff 
wood, bat rather splintery. It holds 
nails well, and where it is kept dry or 
where it is continually under water it 
Is fairly lasting. 

The demand for lumber and the 
enormous losses of valuable species 
by forest fires are gradually forcing 
| cheaper and poorer grades of timber 
jon the ‘market. While at present 
those being uS8ed are quite satisfactory 
for ordinary purposes, there can be no 
question that we will continually have 
to find substitutes as our better timber

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Dip the Sheep In the Fall 


Fall Dipping Just As Important As 
Spring Dipping 

should be dipped at least 
once a year, and two dippings, one in 
the spring and another in the fall, are 
advisable.

Archives in Florida 

The far-sightedness of Wiorida’s 
legislators of the nineteenth century 
is disclosed in an old law unearthed 
in the archives of the state capitol 
at Tallahassee. It is an act which 
became effective in January, 1885, and 
provided heayy penalties for em- 
ployees of railroads found guilty of be- 
ing intoxicated while in the perform- 
ance of their duty. 

At the time of its enactment there 
were no railroads in Florida. The 
act, however, imposed upon the gen- 
eral assembly the duty of asecertain- 
ing the proper objects of improve- 
ments In relation to railnoads, canuis 
and navigable streams; and indicates 
ihe presentiment the lawmakcrs must 
have had that Hguor and locomotives 
combined would net make 
safety.

Tuberculosis and Officially 
Accredited 

The cattle herd at the Brandon, 
Manitoba, Experimental arm, econ- 
sists of dual pucpose Shorthorns, the 
foundation slock ihaving been tmport- 
ed from England, about iwenty years 
ago. Since that time the milk-pro- 
ducing qualities have been further de- 
veloped and the herd has been im- 
proved from the standpoint of unifor- 
mity of type. When introducing new 
sires, care has been inken to obtain 
animats of good Individual type and 
descended from good milk-producing 
ancesary. Poor females have been 
removed from lime to time, until the 
present herd has reached a high state 
of excellence from the standpoint ot 
both beef and milic production. This 
herd was one of the first to be declar- 
ed free from tuberculosis and officially 
accredited, 

Last year the milking herd number- 
ed twelve head, ranging in age from 


2 to 9 years. During the lactation 
periods, extending from 237 to 486 
days, the yield of milk ranged from 
8,293 to 7.690 pounds, showing an 


average percentare of butterfat vary- 
ing from 3.3 to 4.3 per cent Valuing 
the milk at two tents per pound, and 
the feeds at $4 per ton for silage, $3 
per ton for oat and barley straw, $10 
per ton for hay, and 114 
pound for mixed meal, the per 
hundred pounds of milk varied from 
85 cents to $2.10. The cow, a seven- 
year-old, that produced only 3,293 
pounds of milk, showed a loss of $3.46 
for the year, whereas all the other 
members of the milk herd made a 
profit ranging from $19.90 up to $65.84 
per head.

Strength Of the Martians 


Interesting Speculations As To 
Conditions On the Planet Mars 
The vast interlacing system of can- 
als which enmeshes the planet Mars 
and which evidently serves to connect 
the oases with the poles can serve but 
one purpose, according to the late 
Professor Percival Lowell, Mars ts a 
desert. If it is inhabited, the melting 
polar seas, the only supply of water, 
must irrigate those regions still cap- 
able of bearing vegetation. Only n 
canal system conceived and construct- 
ed on a scale which dwarfs any net- 
work of irrigation ditches ever dug on 
this earth can save an intelligent Mar- 
tian race from extinction, An inquisi- 
tive engineer has calculated that it 
would require about four thousand 
times the horsepower of Niagara to 
pump water through this vast system 
of planetary ditches. Pumping is 
necessary because water can do more 
flow up hill from the poles to the equa- 
tor on Mars than it can on the earth.

Because of his greater stature and 
bulk he must have muscles twenty- 
seven times as effective as those of a 
Samson under similar gravitational 
conditions. But since he is on Mars, 
where three earthly pounds weigh 
but one pound, he is actually elghty- 
one times more effective. To this 
supposed Martian our game of tennis 
must seem on andable form of ping- 
pong. He can drive a tennis ball 
two and one-hal) times as far as an 
earthly champion. If he is a coal- 
heaver he can pick up several hun- 
dredweight and toy with it. He can

Korean unfamiliarity with railways, 
resulting in frequent accidents and ob- 
struction of traffic, has been a source 
of worry for the authorities of the 
Japanese-built and owned Chosen 
Railways. A campaign of propaganda 
to teach the Koreans not to walk or 
sleep on the tracks has been started. 

The railway authorities estimate 
that at least 600 trains a year are 
obliged to stop because Koreans on 
the track do not heed the warning 
whistles. There have been instances 
in which Koreans, particularly on 
hot summer nights, have slept on 
the trackg, using the rails for pillows, 
with fatal results. In some such 
cases, friends of tle victims have 
charged the railway with responsibil- 
ity and have destroyed sections of 
track in revenge.

“Wheat Pool A Success 


Selling for its members a 
total of 34,192,805 bushels of 
wheat during its first. season's 
operations, the Alberta Wheat 
Pool realized an average price 
of approximately 108 cents a 
ushel, basis No. One Northern 
t. William, ou wheat consign- 
ed to the Pool. After deduct- 
ing two-fifths of a cent per 
bushel to-cover all costs of a 
ministration, and after making 
adjustments for the lower 
grades, which sold for a higher 
average price than was provid- 
ed for in the spread set at the 
beginning of the season, a net 
p ‘ice of 101.66 remained to the 
members, and of this, 101 cents 
«u bushel, No. 1 Northern, basis 
Fort William, is being paid to 
the members, the balance being 
retained incommercial reserve. 

6 commercial reserve, . set 
aside, after making the final 
payments will be considerably 
more than a quarter of a_mil- 
lion dollars. | This will be held 
to the credit of the growers in 
the reserve account. 

The commercial reserve set 
aside is in fact a large fraction 
of one cent per bushel on all 
wheat, handled. Had no re 
serve been set aside, the final 
price would have been increas- 
ed by thisamount. The final 
paymenton One, Two and Three 
Northetn is 16 cents in each 
ease ; on No, 4 it is 18 cents; on 
No. 5 and 6 it is 20 cents; and 
on Feed 18 cents; while it runs 
to 22 cents on certain tough 
grades. These differences are 
fue to the fact that spreads of 
amrarbitrary character were set 
at.the beginning of the season 
in making the initial payment. 
For instance, the Pool manage 
ment set the initial price of No. 
4atl4cents under One Nor- 
thern, whereas the Pool’s aver- 
age sales turned out to be only 
12 cents under One Northern. 
A farniér who'delivered No. 4 
is therefore entitled to 2 cents 
per bushel which he did not re- 
ceive at the time of the initial 
payment. 

The total sum distributed to 
members in respect to sales of 
the 1923 crop, fer the period 
ending July 15th, when the 
lastdeliveries were receivedfor 
the Pool of the 1923 crop year, 
will be $37,493,475.79. The a- 
mount of the final papment is 
$5,558,769.38. 

These net results of the sea- 
son's Operations were revealed 
at the annual meeting of the 
Alberta Co-operative Wheat 
Producers, Ltd., on August 5th, 
6th and 7th, when delegates 
from seven Wheat Pool Dis- 
tricts into which the province 
is, divided assembled in the 
Paget Hall, Calgary, to receive 
reports of the year’s operations, 
transact necessary business and 
elect the directors for the new 
Pol year. The annual meet- 
ing expressed complete confi- 
dence in the directors whohave 
carried on the first . season's 
business, and they were re- 
elected as follows: Red Deer, 
H. W. Wood ; Claresholm, O.L. 
MePherson, M.L A. ; North Cal- 
gary, R. N. Mangles ; South 
Calgary, Ben Plumer ; Edmon- 
ton, W. J. Jackman ; Camrose, 
Lew Hutchinson ; Lethbridge, 
C.C. Jensen. Delegates on the 
floor of the convention, declar- 
ed their gratification in the suc- 
cess achieved, the results of the 
first season having much ex- 
ceeded the anticipations of 
members, 

It was estimated that at least 
$2,000,000 had been added to the 
receipts of the members for 
wheat delivered to the Pool, as 
compared with the average re- 
sults which would have been 
obtainable had the members 
sold through the old channels 
of trade during the period of 
Pool’s operations,—The U.F.A.
